THE PRICE OF THE “ PERFECT CRIME.” 
{Davenport Daily Times.] 
- William N. Coffey, confessed slayer of his bigameus 
| wife, is expected to be on his Way within a few hours: 
to the Wisconsin state prison, sentenced to remain 
there the rest of his life. 
The wheels of justice were speeded when the Madi- 
gon bond salesman and lay preacher waived all 
rights. Had he possessed the means to finance a 
defense, a plea of insanity would have delayed con- 
viction for months at least, | 
This unctuous individual pays the penalty for fail- 
ure to execute the “ perfect crime.” Many will re- 
gret that the Wisconsin law does not prescribe the 
sentence of death. A murder perpetrated in cold 
blood for mercenary purposes, particularly when the 
victim is a woman who has been decoyed ‘into a big- 
amous marriage, warrants the most drastic punish- 
ment. 
Sentimentalists oppose the death penalty on the 
same grounds that they protest the third degree, yet 
it was only the persistent questioning of the sus- 
pected slayer that brought out the shocking story. 
We hold no brief for police methods by which, 
through cruelty, some sort of confession is wrung 
out of a mind crazed by torture. The third degree 
as applied to Coffey vindicates its use within proper 
limits. It was only through the relentless question- 
ing that officers were able to punch holes im the de- 
fense which Coffey imagined to be air tight. Suffi- 
cient basis existed for the belief that the man had 
done away with the wealthy woman with whom he 
had so recently been joined in wedlock. 
He could be held for an explanation of her where- 
abouts and, as the inquisition proceeded, discrepan- 
cles in his story developed. He first confessed that 
he killed the woman accidéntally, and when that 
evasion failed, broke down and confessed the exact 
manner of her death.
